KOOd pay to ship on Captain Chandier'M 
schooner. Four others shipped at tho 
somo timo with mo—two Italians, a Ger- 
man, and another Hungarian. Nono o£ us 
knew any thing about sailing n vessel, but 
wo wore out of work and wo woro glad to 
got something to do to put broad into our 
mouths. 


"Tho captain took us out in tho bay 


nnd put us to •work turning tha crank of 
the drodging-macuino 
and 
handling 


oysters. Tho weather was rough uud 
vo:y cold. 
\Ve worked in this way for 


moro than three, weeks, taking no rest at 
Christmas, ns most of tho otbor boats 
did. Tho cautaiu was harsh und cruel. 
J-Jo sold his oysters to othor boats that 
would come alongside 
ours and tako 


thorn from our boat, Tho captain refused 
to pay ns our money, and when wo askod 
him to tako us asboro ho aworo at us ter- 
ribly and threatened to kill us. Final!}'

Tbe American ofCort was loss .preten-

"William P, Bennett Crst found it in

"Wo concluded to buy it, so Bennett re- 
turned to Louisvillo to make tho pur- 
chase, paying $200 for it. 
He tbon re- 


turned with it to L'ow Harmony, whore 
wo set it up and ran it for n. Cow days, 
then started out to exhibit it, having a 
conveyance 
from 
placo 
to 
place. 


"Wo first went to Vinconnos, then to Tcrro 
Haute, LaCayotto, Indianapolis and Rich- 
mond; then to Dayton and Cincinnati, 
Ohio, cxbibitmg at many smaller towns 
on tbo way. 
At Cincinnati wo bought a 


skiff and wont down tho Ohio rivor. 
At 


tbo canal at Louisvillo we sot it up in a 
garden, under a restaurant, built in tho 
branches oC a largo tree, exhibiting h 
thore for several days- From thoro wo 
wimfc to Cairo, stopping on tbo way at 
the principal towns. At Cairo wo sold our 
skill aad took a steamboat for St. Louis, 
exhibiting it there; from thoro by stonm- 
bout down tbo Mississippi rivor to .Now 
Orleans, luoro running it for n time and 
expecting1 to go from there to Mexico, but 
tbo Consul told us wo could not on account 
of thero being a war at tbo timo. So then 
wo sold tho locomotivo for abouc tho saaie 
we paid for it." 


It is not forgotten-that otbor iocoraotivos 


aro claimed to have existed in America at 
the date given; that tbo late Pocor Cooper, 
in 1330, on tbo Baltimore^; Ohio rail way, 
then a trann'oad operated by horses and 
ir.ulos, is said to hava engaged, with a lo- 
comotivo Iu bis possession, in a race w/^p, 
a horse, which tho latter won.

JJut 
sioi'ud'ln paper bags andaackat aa they gen- 
t:raily nru, KuGds \vK! bo reasonably sure to 
germinate 1'or the following; number o^ 
ye:uv, respectively: 


Boots, irom 5 to 7 years, cabbage?, cauli- 


flowiir, k:i!c, etc,, 4 yenrsj ciirrot, 2 yuarfi; 
celery, 5 years; corn, 2 years; cucumber*, 
10 years, und perhaps more; egg plant, -J. or 


~> years; hcrba, 2 years; lettuce, 3 ye::r.s; 
melons ajid wjnnsfic*. 10 years or more- 
onion, from 1 to 2 yeare; paraloy, 2 year 
parsnip, J year; poan( 2 years; peppers, '2 
years; radishes, ;J ycnrs; salsify, li yenrs;

WJKC; while It would bo preferable to plane 
new seed ol! all vegetables which wo grow 
merely for their foliatfo orroot, llfce lettuce, 
celery, cabbages, radishes, etc. Practically^ 
however, wo have not been able to detect 
the least difference between crops of the 
Rama varieties of cabbage grown from old 
and from new m'cd respectively, nor be- 
l\veon plants of tbe satno voi'lotv ot melon, 
grown from seed of dlU'creat ages. Hence
